2. Now in consonance with the above directive of the Government of 
Kerala to the K.S.E. Board , the K.S.E. Board hereby orders and notifies the 
following in exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 49, 59, 79(j) and 79 (h ) 
of the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948 (Act 54 of 1948) and also by the K.S.E.

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AND WHEREAS, Shri N. A. Reghunathan , President, 
Desamangalam Panchayat had drawn T. A. from the Panchayat 
fund for his journey to Trivandrum and stay there on 12th , 13th , 
14th , 15th and return journey on 16th November, 1980 and had 
received sitting fee for the Board meeting from the Desamangalam 
Service Co -operative Bank on 15-11-1980 ; 

AND WHEREAS, in the opinion of Government the above 
action of claiming travelling allowance falsely in his official 
capacity as President of Desamangalam Panchayat amounts to 
gross and wilful misconduct and disregard to the provisions of the 
Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (32 of 1960) , and also abuse of 
powers vested in him under the provisions of the said Act, and 
the rules made thereunder ; 

AND WHEREAS, in exercise of the powers conferred under 
sub-section ( 1) of section 53 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 
( 32 of 1960 ) , Government proposed to 

remove Shri 
N. A.Reghunathan from the Office of the President, Desamangalam 
Panchayat with effect from 1-10-1982 and notice was given to 
him as regu red under sub - section (3 ) of Section 53 of the said Act 
to show cause why action should not be taken against him for the 
aforesaid faults ;

According to Notification G. O. MS. 59 82 LA & SWD dated 
27th March , 1982 and published as S. R. O. No. 238 dated 29th 
March , 1982 , the Government of Kerala have extended the period 
of appointment of Special Officers for the nineteen Panchayats 
mentioned in the schedule to the said notification upto the 30th 
day of September, 1982. But election to 19 Panchayats has to 
be postponed due to various reasons such as non -finalisation of 
fresh ward division consequent on the strength to be fixed on 
the basis of the population figures relating to the 1981 census. 
So it has become necessary to extend the terms of office of the 
Special Officers of these 19 Panchayats till the election to these 
Panchayats are held . Therefore the term of the office of the 
Special Officers for these 19 Panchayats is to be extended till 
31st March , 1983. The notification is intended to achieve the 
above object. 
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
